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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . In response to Applicant's remarks filed on 01/02/04, the rejection made in the 
last Office action based on the Smarandoiu et al is withdrawn. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bohr 
et al (U.S Patent No. 5,708,291). 

Bobr et al disclose in Figs. 4 and 5 a sensing circuit and fusible link devices 
including: 

an amplifier (400, Fig. 4) having an output node (440); and 
a gain stage (each of the inverters discussed in col. 12, line 48-62 correspond to 
the claimed gain stage) coupled to the amplifier, having a trip point to track a potential 
on the output node (440) (see col. 12, lines 58-62, the trip point of the inverters forming 
the gain stage track (i.e., follow) the changes of output node 440 in Fig. 4) as recited in 
claim 21. 

The amplifier (400, Fig. 4) comprising a sense branch (401) coupled to a 
reference branch (403) in a current mirror configuration as recited in claim 22. 

The gain stage comprising a scaled replica of the reference branch or the sense 
branch (see figs. 4-5) as recited in claim 23. 
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The first and second voltages (VCC and VSS) each coupled to the amplifier (Fig. 
4) and gain stage (each of the inverters discussed in col. 12, line 48-62 correspond to 
the claimed gain stage) as recited in claim 24. 


Claims 1-9 are allowed.
